A prompt reply by 
Spain to the communication from Minister 
Woodford would have a tendency to allay 
any feelings of bitterness that may have 
been engendered by this indiscreet utterance 
and studied affront put upomthe American 
people through the opinion expressed of 
their President. ; 

It is not generally known that the disgrace 
of Minister de Lome comes upon him with 
peculiar force just at the present time. An 
arrangement had been practically completed 
between this country and Spain to raise the 
rank of the two diplomatic representatives 
so that General Woodford and Sefior de 
Lome would soon have been Ambassadors. 
These negotiations will probably be knocked 
in the head, and De Lome's promotion is 
certainly defeated, for if he ever gets off the 
waiting list it will be as a minister and not 
as an Ambassador.

ONE MORE ANTITOXIN. 


Said to Be a Nearly Certain Cure 


for Pneumonia. 


NEW YORK BUREAU CHICAGO TRIBUNE, 
New York, Feb. 11. 
One of the largest and most picturesque as 
well as dangerous fires in several years began 
burning here at 6:45 


Fire tonight in the six- 
Big story building at 114 
assau, Nassau street. The 
Near Ann. flames were got under 


control at 9 o'clock, 
but before this was accomplished the entire 
fire department below Fifty-rinth street had 
been called out and the streets in the vicin- 
ity of the fire were filled with engines. ‘The 
loss is roughly estimated at $1,000,000. 

ne building in which the fire started is 
known as the Nassau Chambers. It was 
valued. at $600,000 and is completely burned 
out. It was an old-fashioned office building 
and burned readily. It is in the center of 
the block on the east of Nassau, between 
Ann and Beekman, and has an L * which 
branches off at right angles into Ann street. 

The fire burned rapidly and though two 
alarms were sent out no progress was 
made in checking it. The wind was blow- 
ing from the east and carried large glow- 
ing cinders, which fell in showers as thick 
as a heavy snow for four or five blocks 
and many as far as North River. The cin- 
ders dropped so thick within two blocks 
that spectators were driven to shelter. 

While this firé was on in the southern 
part of the island the Atlantic Casino, seven 
miles away, at One Hundred and Fifty- 
fifth street, burned to the ground. The 
city was practically unprotected during 
that period. There were no engines at 
rest. All were either working in the south 
or in the north, irty-six were making 
desperate efforts to drown out the flames 
that threatened to wipe out millions of 
property in the business section of the 
city, while half this number were doing 
service in the newly built portion of the 
metropolis. 

This condition of affairs has never been 
known before in the history of the New 
York fire department. 

The Nassau fire was the more destructive 
and the more beautiful. As a spectacle it 
was unapproachable. 

Only once before in the history of the 
fire department has the second alarm of 
“double nine been sent in. That was on 
the night of Nov, 5, 1895, when the building 
at Bleecker street and Broadway was 
burned. Tonight engines came thundering 
down to the bright scene from as far north 
as West Higthy-third street. Great bodies

station ‘houses below Fourteenth ‘eet, 
For miles around, here within the 
confines of the new city, the red sky an 
the burning embers could be seen. . 

The damage in the Nassau street fire was 
close to $1,000,000, while at the Harlem fire 
it was $200,000. But in Nassau street the 
mere figures do not tell of the anxiety. Nas- 
sau Chambers, owned by former Governor 
Levi P. Morton, were completely burned. 
The fourteen-story Vanderbilt block had the 
four upper floors burned out; the famous 
Bennett Building was afire on several oc- 
caslons, while that unfinished giant needle, 
the Syndicate Building on Park Row, saved 
itself, but lost all the scaffolding with which 
from the eighteenth to the.twenty-eighth 
floor it was surrounded. 

One of the heaviest losers in the Nassau 
street fire was Henry Miller, bookseller. 
His store, filled with rare editions, was 
drenched for hours with a flood of water. 
The entire stock of Maduro Bros., men’s 
furnishings, was also deluged with thou- 
sands of gallons of water. A. G. Spalding, 
dealer in sporting goods, suffered in a like 
way, as did Espenshied, a hatter, next door, 
and the Ward Electric company. In the 
internal revenue office, on the top floor of 
the Nassau Chambers, $100,000 worth of 
stamps were destrdyed. | 

In the Harlem fire the Atlantic Casino, 
two five-story flats, Kessel’s music hall, 
John Troy’s hotel, and a saloon were 
burned.

In a dozen or more cases in which the anti- 
toxin has been tried it has invariably 
worked a cure. The discovery may revolu- 
tionize the treatment of such cases through- 
out the world. Dr. Lundbeck refused to 
say just how the antitoxin is obtained, 
It is said, however, that the antitoxin is 
secured by a method entirely new. The 
principle is, of course, to destroy one germ 
of disease by attacking it with another 
germ which is inimical to it. According to 
what was made known the antitoxin in 
this case is obtained from the patient him- 
self in some peculiar way and is hypoder- 
mically injected. 

The doctors have experimented for some 
time on the cure and have not, it is claimed, 
met with a single defeat so far. The medical 
world will soon be supplied with the facts in 
the discovery, which, it is confidently be- 
lieved, will have à material effect upon the 
treatment, not only of pneumonia but kin- 
cred diseases. 

Dr. Lumbeck said: “ I will say that so far 
the remedy has deen very successful, In 
one case particularly there did not seem to be 
any possibility of the patient recovering, and 
ro one who saw ner thougnt she would, but 
she is now well. There have been a number

He arrived 
at the court a half hour before the opening 
and spent the time in arguing the Dreyius 
case tq a crowd of barristers who sur- 
rounded him. 

Mme. Zola was in high spirits. She wore a 
rich brown dress, trimmed with green vel- 
vet, and a lace Medici collar, while cross- 
ing the bodice were two broad bands of gold 
embroidery, heavily studded with gems. 
Shortly after her arrival M. Clemenceau 
rushed up crying: ‘“‘ This is going to be a 
splendid day for your husband.” 

There was a perfect army of police and 
republican guards, horse and foot, around 
the palace, which had to cope with even 
greater crowds of the populace than before, 
Interest in the Zola case seems to be growing 
in geometrical progression. It was estimated 
that there were 30,000 people in the various 
approaches to the island on which the palace

He has 
served France with his sword; I have served 
France with my pen. If he has had victories 
I have had mine. Also I have propagated 
the French language in every corner of the 
earth. I bequeath to posterity the names 
of Pellieux and Zola, and leave it to posterity 
to choose between them.” 

A loud outburst of applause, mingled with 
hootings, followed. * 


Hootings Follow Applause. 

Most of today’s sitting was taken up with 
Picquart’s evidence. He was in great favor 
with the audience, who listened with rapt 
attention to his depdsition. He wore a blue 


.tunic trimmed with yellow, red trousers, 


with a diue stripe, and had all his 
decorations.‘ He described at great 
length the various machinations of which 
he has been a victim. Asked by La- 
bori to what he attributed them, he said 
very emphatically: ‘‘The object of these 
machinations was to prevent proof of Ester- 
hazy’s guilt.” He denied having committed 
any irregularities in carrying out his in- 
vestigation into Esterhazy’s conduct, and re- 
pudiated the statement made by Pellieux 
and M. Gibel that he had practiced forgeries 
to bring about Esterhazy’s conviction. 

When confronted in the body of the court 
with these officers he maintained his re- 
pudiation with the same energy with which 
they maintained their charges.

Pellieux said that Gonse had been quite 
right in saying this was a trap into which 
they had been brought. The barristers 
standing by denied that the ovation paid to 
Pigquart could be taken as a tribute from 
the French bar and brought to the bar the 
battonier to apologize to the Generals. In 
the lobby an immense crowd filling the 
whole huge lobby gathered around the two 
officers while the battonier was apologizing 
to the Generals, assuring them the mani- 
festation made in court was not to be taken 
as the opinion of the bar.

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WOMAN DIES OF HUNGER 


MRS. CAROLINA LANG PERISHES AND 
HUSBAND BARELY LIVES. 


Couple Found Unconscious by the Po- 
lice in the Fireless Cottage at 134 
North Sangamon Street—Hoth Taken 

to the County Hospital, Where the 
Wife Passes Away—Neighbor Noti- 
fies the Officials, Who Are Forced 


to Break In the Door. 
—— 


Without friends or relatives, forgotten by 
their neighbors, Cornelius and Carolina 
Lang, husband and wife, aged 75 and 8 
years respectively, were found dying of cold 
and hunger in their little cottage at 134 
North Sangamon street by the police yes- 
terday afternoon. The aged pair were un- 
conscious when found, and, though they 
rallied for a time under the care of the phy- 
siclans of the County Hospital, where they 
were taken, the wife died before the even- 
ing had well begun, and the husband was 
sinking. He can hardly recover. 

Gus Johnson, 143 North Sangamon street, 
called at the West Chicago Avenue Station 
at 3 p. m. and told the desk sergeant he- 
feared Lang and his wife were dead. The 
neighbors had not seen the old couple for 
several days and had been unable to secure 
any response from repeated knocks at the 
cottage door. Three policemen were sent 
to the place. Receiving no response to their 
repeated demands for admission they forced 
the door. The place was dark and cold. 

From room to room the policemen groped 


‘their way, lighting matches to see into the 


corners, but it was not until they reuched 
the rear room that their search was reward- 
ed. Just as Policeman Bowen struck a 
match there he heard a low groan. The 
flaring match lit up the room for an instant, 
and on the floor was seen an unconscious 
man. The curtains, which had been tightly 
drawn, were raised, and the doors were 
opened to admit freshair. The officers knelt 
by the side of the old man. As they were 
lifting him a fainter groan came from the 
bei, and the policemen turned to see the 
wasted face of a. woman staring at them 
from beneath a bundle of rags and carpet.

The prisoners are 
charged with issuing a publication inciting 
the assassination of the Czar. They plead- 
ed not guilty. 

The Attorney General, Sir Richard Web- 
ster, who prosecuted, said such charges 
would never have been brought unless the 
circumstances had béen exceptional, but, 
he added, the prisoners had directly incited 
to murder of the Czar by diabolical means, 
similar to the Nihilist outrage at the Win- 
ter Palace in 1880. 

Bourtzeff was sentenced to eighteen 
months and Weirzhech to two months.

MINERS NOT AT FAULT. 


Transportation Companies Fail 
to Keep Promises. 


INCOMPETENTS IN CHARGE.

o reports embrace a period running from 
Oct. 8 to Nov. 3, and are dated from Circle 
City and Fort Yukon. They show a very 
serious state of affairs, that trouble is 
threatened at various places, and that there 
is serious danger at some points of lack of 
food, owing in a large measure to the failure 
of’ the transportation companies to get in 
sufficient supplies. 

In a report dated Circle City, Oct. 3, Cap- 
tain Ray recommends, should the depart- 
ment decide to establish a post on the upper 
river, that the mouth of Mission or Amer- 
ican Creek be chosen as the site, with a sub- 
post, if necessary, at Circle City. The best 
interests of the service, he says, require 
permanent garrisons, to be located well 
away from mining towns, so that the troops, 


Washington, 


infinence. On the food question he says: 
“The question of food here is a very 
serious one and the action of the North 
American Transportation and Trading com- 
pany ſs causing much friction. I use my 
best endeavors to reconcile all differences 
peaceably and get all people who are with- 
out provisions down to Fort Yukon as soon 
as possible, where there is an abundance of 
food. I learn that while food is scarce in 
Dawson City, the miners in the outlying 
camps are fairly well supplied. The stores 
(two) are selling very conservatively. The 
eating-houses are all closed save one. While 
I consider the situation critical, I do not 
believe there will be any great loss of life 
beyond that incident to a climate so rigorous 
as this. That there will be much suffering 
along the river and the trail owing to the 
rashness and ignorance of people unac- 
customed to this climate no well-informed 
person here will deny; but there is nothing 
that should cause undue anxiety or alarm 
among people in the States who have friends 
in this country. There are fabulous stories 
being circulated and will be published about 
the prices paid for food. I have verified in- 
stances where $100 was paid for fifty pounds 
of flour, but such cases are rare, were out- 
side deals, and not the prevailing prices.“ 


Parcelling Out of Provisions. 


A report dated Circle City, Oct. 6, deals 
with the subject of miners’ meetings, several 
of which Captain Ray witnessed and noted 
their actions. It shows that Captain Kay 
was able to persuade the men at Circle City 
to take no more provisions than they needed 
to save themselves from starvation, and 
that they agreed that the agent of the com- 
pany should open the company’s storehouse 
and check him stores; no part of such stores 
to be removed without cash payment at the 
company's own price. 

On another occasion the trouble was due 
to the fact that the master of the Weare 
would not proceed to Fort Yukon with fifty 
people belonging in Dawson who had come 
down as a volunteer crew at the request of 
Manager Healy to handle it for the round 
trip, so that they could obtain winter sup- 
plies. The men appealed to Captain Ray, 
who says: 

„ took them before the agent of the com- 
pany, who, after hearing their case. admit- 
\ted that the company was responsibie; that 
he would furnish them shelter and food uatil 
such time as the river should me passa- 
ble and they could reach Fort Yukon. The 
whole matter has been much aggravated by 
the drunkenness and inefficiency of the mas- 
ter mariner of the Weare. 

„Great injury will result to the commer- 
ial interests along this great highway 
if some radical steps are not taken to pro- 
tect all persons from such interference with 
their legitimate business. At the same time 
there should be some power to force com- 
mon carriers to transport goods for any 
person offering. At the present time neither 
of the transportation companies will t 8— 
port a pound of freight for other traders 
or private parties, forcing all people coming 
into the Territory to be wholly dependent 
upon their stores for their supplies, at their 
prices. 

A large majority of the people now here 
are peaceable and law-abiding, but in the 
absence of any person in authority to ap- 
peal to for the settlement of the many dif- 
ferences that are constantly arising, they 
are compelled to act outside of the law, and 
when influenced by passion, préjudice, or 
liquor will commit acts that jeopardize great 
‘financial interests, and from which there 
can be nd appeal. Whiie here I am con- 
stantly being appealed to to act where I 
have no authority. I can only act as an 
arbitrator or mediator in the cause of peace. 
The appeal.continues to come to me to know 
when, if ever, the government is going to 
send in officials to enforce the law. 


Where the Government Is at Fault. 


„ Miners complain that they cannot per- 
fect any title to their mines owing to the 
absence of any land office. The depart- 
ments are sending out commissions to com- 
missioners, receivers, and registers, who 
cannot qualify for obvious redsons; the 
principal one is that there is not an official 
qualified to administer an oath within a 
thousand miles of this plece. A commis- 
sioner is powerless, as he has no power to 
enforce his decisions. ‘ 

Jam only surprised that matters are 
not worse. We are facing a fact, not a 
theory, as I believe it is the first time in 
the history of our government that it has 
been called upon to govern an outlying 
province where the issues are vital and im- 
portant, both national and financial. For 
if the transportation companies cannot be 
given protection along this river they will 
be driven from the field and a route opened 
up through British North America to sup- 
ply our own people in our own country.“ 

Captain Ray, under date of Circle City 
Oct. 7, says that the transportation com- 
panies utterly failed to keep promises made 
to passengers; that of 846 people landed at 
St. Michael’s, destined for Circle City and 
above, forty-two reached their destinations 
the balance being stranded between Circle 
City and St. Michael’s or having returned 
to the States. There has been,” he adds 
less than 2,000 tons of freight, all told. de- 
livered above Fort Yukon, and there 18 now 
lying at that point 500 tons of provisions 
and liquor, cached by the steamers that 
could not get over the flats. 


Blame for Transportation Companies. 

“This failure on the part of the trans- 
portation companies to put into the mining 
districts a sufficient supply of food has not 
only given a serious check to the mining in- 
terests, and caused great suffering, but has 
destroyed all confidence among the people 
here in their ability to supply the demand by 
this route. The people here are now afraid 
that the failure of the river route for freight 
will cause the construction of a rallroad 
through British North America to the 
ukon River above the boundary and that 
the mining districts of Alaska will be de- 
pendent for supplies on a route through a 
foreign country, with all this 
way of discrimination in favor of the British 
merchants. 

» am also well satisfied that much more 
could be accomplished if the employés of 
the transportation companies devoted less 
time to personal traffic, From what I have 
learned from mine-owners and prospectors 
I am fully satisfied that the greater part

“Lieutenant Richardson we found by 
prompt and decided action had checked all 
turbulence and by cotperating with the 
agents of both companies had arranged that 
all destitutes should be fed. Those willing 
to work were to be allowed to cut wood for 
the companies at $5 per cord, and when 
they had earned sufficie money they 
should pay for their suppli The sick and 
indigent should be fed without charge and 
the bills for such issues to come to me, to be 

submitted for the action of Congress. This 
action is now to be taken. IO. K. the orders 
for all supplies which the government is to 
be responsible for and will submit the total 
amounts when the work is finished.

The people ar- 
riving here all agree in stating that the man- 
agers of both companies urged people to 
come here, stating as an inducement that 
there were over 1,000 tons of provisions at 
this place, when, In fact, there is less than 
800 tons, and that badly assorted for issue. 
With a ration of three pounds per day there 
can be fed at this place 900 people until the 
Ist of June without tea or coffee. 


May Take Possession. 

“I may be placed in a position where I 
may be compelled to take possession of the 
caches to save them from pillage and to 
insure an equitable distribution. Whatever 
course I may be compelled to pursue, I trust 
that the President and Congress will sus- 
tain me in what I deem to be the only right 
course, situated as I. am, in using my best 
endeavors to save American citizens from 
starvation and death.“ 

Captain Ray, in commenting on a letter to 
him from President Weare, regarding the 
unloading of supplies at Circle City, said he 
is not prepared now to discuss the differ-. 
ences between the citizens and the transpor- 
tation company, as of his own knowledge. 
He is aware that the consignment of stores 
to any one place means nothing, as he saw 
stores consigned to Dawson.and Circle City 
landed at Manook and knows that if the 
stores taken from the Weare and Bella had 
not been taken the people would have suf 
fered from want of food. | 

IJ am securing all the arms and ammuni- 
tion I can; and shall move with caution and 
get matters in such shape ag to hold the bal- 
ance of power. I am compelled to take the 
responsibility to protect life and property 
and to save as many lives as possible in the 
emergency. .

Accompanying the report is a letter to 
the Adjutant General from President Weare 
and Manager Healy of the North American 
Transportation and Trading company 
strongly appealing for the protection of 
the strong arm of the military and a let- 
ter to Captain Healy from Captain Ray ad- 
vising the company that it must take steps 
to check the exodus down the river as far 
as possible; that provisions are short. 
amounting to less than 300 tons, though the 
two companies had estimated there were 
over 1,000 tons, and urging the company 
to use its influence to secure legislation for 
the protection of the country by the mili- 


tary. 
GOLD ON THE AMERICAN SIDE. 


Special Agent Wells Predicts Remarka- 
ble Discoveries Will Be Made Along 
the Tanana, 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 11.—A supplement- 
ary report has been prepared by Mr. E. 
Haz: Wells, who acted as agent for the 
War department in bringing attention to 
Captain Ray’s dispatches, has traversed 
the interior of Alaska in many directions, 
and has a practical knowledge of the coun- 
try that is possessed by few persons. He 
says among other things: 

“There are undoubtedly large deposits 
of gold in Alaska rivaling those of the Brit- 
ish Northwest Territory. I notjced excel- 
lent mineral indications upon the Tanana 
River and in other localities in 1890. I dis- 
‘covered a true fissure vein of quartz eight 
feet in diameter, with well defined casing» 
rocks. upon the upper Tanana. All of the 
gold bearing stfeams of Alaska so far dis- 
covered—viz.: Birch Creek, Miller Creek, 
Forty Mile Creek, Sixty Mile Creek, and Sev- 
enty Mile Creek—head in the vicinity of the 
Tanana River and flow away to the north- 
east. On the southwestern side and head- 
ing near the Tanana are the noted Copper 
and Sushitna Rivers. 

“Tt is a reasonable deduction that if all 
of the streams flowing away from the Ta- 
nana to the northeast and southwest bear 
gold the Tanana itself must cut through 
a gold bearing country. I do not believe any 
better mining region will be discovered in 
Alaska than will be found in the great Ta- 
nana Valley.” 


NEW STRIKE IS ON ROSEBUD. 


News from Dawson Is to the Effect That

Portland, Ore., Feb. 11,—[Special.]—The 
steamer Oregon arrived from Skaguay.

A. D. Nash, one of the party, said: There 
are plenty of supplies in Dawson to last until 
the opening of spring.

Vessels Cut Into the Earnings of Rail- 
roads.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 11.—[Special.]— 


a report on statistics of lake commerce pre- 
pared by George G. Tunell of Chicago urges 
the expediency of making this commerce a 
subject of annual record and investigation. 

“ Statistics of railway transportation have 
become a recognized branch of the govern- 
ment statistical service,” says, the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, but the necessary 
complement of the movement of merchandise | 
on lakes, rivers, dnd canals has been neg- 
lected. Compared with the shipping tonnage 
employed in-the foreign commerce of the 
United States the activity of the lake ship- 
ping is fargreater. The bulk of transactions 
in the lake carrying interest is so large as to 
rank it among the great couveyers of the 
world.” . ; 

Mr. Tunell's report was made to the Bu- 
reau of Statistics of the Treasury depart- 
ment, and is an exhaustive review of the 
subject of lake commerce. 

“Many circumstances have recently di- 


** 


ties of the great lakes,“ says Mr. Tunell, 
“the rapid growth of traffic, Increasing s.ze 
of Vewsels, rapidity with which ships are 
loaded and unloaded have interested the cu- 
rious, while the vital significance of cheap 
carriage to the mining, farming, and lum- 
bering interests compels careful considéra- 
tion of the question of lake shipping. 

“In earlier years commerce passing 
through the Detroit River was very nearly 
equal to the total movement on the lakes, 
and thus pretty accurately reflected the de- 
velopment of the commerce of the whole 
System. In recent years business between 
Lake Michigan and Lake Superior ports has 
largely increased, with the result that the 
commerce through the Detroit River is not 
now eso good an index of the whole movement 
on the lakes as formerly. 


Growth of Lake Fleet. 


* Growth of the lake fleet is the most sat- 
isfactory evidence of the growth of traffic 
upon the great lakes, and the statistics of 
tonnage from the year 1868 are such that. 
their accuracy cannot be impugned. -

Commerce on the lakes more 
than doubled in seven years. In 1897 the 
movement of iron ore from the Lake Bu- 
perior region surpassed all records and 
wrobably exceeded 10,000,000 net tons.

Address of the President. 


After opening his address with remarks on 
the work and achievements of Abraham Lin- 
coln, President Foreman discussed the result 
of the civil war. He said: 

„ Limcoln bound the States together on 
the pledge that a nation could not exist 
half slave and half free. He left the land 
frée from bosses. But now we neither own 
nor govern the land. Great corporations 
control it, street and alley, farm and city. 
They tell men how not only where they shall 
work, but What they shall eat, what they 
shall Wéar, and almost how they shall think. 
They have grown fat on friendly legisia- 
tion. We have a worse slavery now than 
Lincoln sought to abolish in our politics. 
We must pick up the lines of work where 
he left off and free the country from the 
petty despotism. Until we do this we are 
not the true followers of him.“ 

In telling of the “ Safeguard of Our Na- 
tion Mr. Eliel, who followed Mr. Fore- 
man, said in part: 


— 


that our government has not fulfilled the ex- 
pectations of its founders. Yet none of 
these signs of conditions springs from any 
weakness in our institutions. The wisdom 
of our predecessors was not exercised in 
vain when they planned the structure of 
our government and builded its foundations. 
Our position as a people is unique. No dan- 
ger threatens from without, nor wil! any 
threateh unless we look to foreign conflict 
for the opportunity of hiding from ourselves 
the cautes of our national distress and weak- 
ness. Our tariff has become a tax whose 
end is the enrichment of a favored few, our 
currency, which reason says should be the 
slave of industry and commerce, has be- 
come their master and bound them to the 
ever-turning wheel of politics, and last, but 
the greatest woe, the moral nature of o@r 
citizens has been perverted and their moral 
vision dimmed. 
Another war, though we should bear the 
palm of victcry, might mean the dissolution 
of our natlon. It was Jefferson who said 
that The whole art of government consists 
in the art of being honest. The peaceful 
armies Of our citizens, fighting the battles 
of integfity, will bear the banner of our na- 
tion to the height of justice and love, and, 
wearing the robes of immortality, as guide 
and leader of his people, will advance the 
hero, Honest Abe.“ 

I have lived in Ivinois for many years,” 
said ex-Justice Shope, and was in Bloom- 
ington in 1840. The giants of those days 
traveled the circuit of the courts, and Lin- 
coln was among them. We boys became 
acquainted with them, and it was my pleas- 
ure to know the distinguished man we honor 
tonight. His kindly nature made him be- 
loved of young men. For all he had a 
kindly word. To one, who asked him if a 
young lawyer should go into politics, he 
said: Blackstone said the law isa jealous 
ree and that he had better let politics 


Hirsch Raises a Laugh. 


Dr. Hirsch raised a laugh by rema 
that the spelling of his subject should mene 
been changed to enable him to make a good 
address, Ik it was spelled * profits’ in- 
stead of ‘ prophets,’ I should have no trouble 
in holding the attention of this audience. 
in these days people pray for profits and 
care little for prophets. But my spelling 
was not taken, and I am to teil the sons of 
prophets of the prophets of this country. 
The American generally associates with the 
word prophet the Weather bureau, and as 
that is apt to be uncertain, he distrusts all 
prophets. But there were prophets of old, 
who 1 with tongues of fire, and there 
must prophets of America also, for it, 
too, is a chosen nation.“ 

The doctor went on to speak of the proph- 
ets of American history. 

“ Lincoln was a prophet by virtue of his 
enthusiasm, not for money or gain,“ said the 
speaker. Gold is but a means, and he who 

possesses it is responsible to the community 
: for tt. Prophets should have a belief in the 

destiny of their nation. That belief should 
give them perseverance, though the worid 
stand in arms against them. Lincoln stood 
against a million slaveholders, and God de- 
cided in favor Of Lincoln. We need that 
spirit today, and men who do not cringe 
before the mob. Lincoln died a martyr, and 
prophets are destined to die martyrs for- 
ever. But the bullet of the assassin is not 
the only message of destruction. Many a 
man has gone to his grave broken-hearted 
through being misunderstood.”’ 

Dr. Hirsch was followed by the Rev. A. J 
McGavick, who gave as a remedy for the 
nation’s trouble the education of the chil- 
dren, to make them God- and of good 


morals.

Sidewalk Blocked with Snow. 


The last of the dumping was done on 
Thursday. The lot ‘is several feet beiow 
grade, and so much snow had been put in it 
that it was almost impossible for the teams 
to get in and out. At the alley the snow was 
piled ten feet high and the entrance to the 
lot shut off. Accordingly the other teams 
were taken around on the Polk street side 
and the snow shoveled onto the board side- 
walk. The citizens, already indignant over 
the dumping, appeared. and a riot was nar- 
rowly averted. The policeman on the beat 
compelled the teamsters finally to shovel the 
snow into the lot. | 
So numerous have been the complaints at 
the City Hall that yesterday inspectors for 
the Street Cleaning department arrived in 
squads. They gazed at the heaps of filth 
and the dirty pools of water, and remarked 
that they did not know what they could do 
to help matters. The lot was below the 
sewer intakes, and pumps would be neces- 
sary. Even that would not take out the 
piles of mud. Some one suggested hauling 
the stuff out of the lot, and a lone wagon 
with three men stood in the street for sev- 
eral hours. But the wagon was finally taken 
away without any work being done. | 
In the rear of the lot the city owns a row 
of six flats. The piles of dirty snow are 
heaped against the Er Children were 
racing over the tops of the piles, and the 
air around the places was heavy with 
vapors. 

“If we miss sickness on this account we 
will be fortunate,”’ said one of the occypants 
of the city flats. The smell was some- 
thing dreadful yesterday when it Was 80 
warm, and the water will not run off for 
weeks.“ | 

The John McLaren school is just back o 
the dump. Over 1,000 scholars attend, an 
the teachers are already viewing the dump 
with anxiety. Property-owners are making 
life miserable for their Aldermen, Gazzolo 
and Duddleston, as they do not intend that 
the city shall maintain a dump in the 


vicinity. 
Condition in South End. 

The lowlands of the south end of the city 
hhve become great expanses of shallow 
ponds. In certain parts of the Towns of 
Lake and Hyde Park large pools of water 
line the streets, and as a result hundreds of 
basements are flooded. The large force of 
sewer employés will be kept at work until 
all the flooded distriet has been drained. 
Superintendent of Sewers Davidson said: 
„The great trouble is that in the annexed 
territory the sewers have no catch basins. 
When a thaw’ comes along the water backs 
up in the streets and basements are flooded. 
In some sections the sewers are entirely too 
small for the present needs. I know of 
streets where the sewers are less than six 
inches in diameter. I will keep my men at 
work opening inlets until the entire district 
has been drained.” 

At some crossings the water was so deep 
as to come in contact with the motor coils 
beneath the electric cars, and when they 
stopped for passengers it was some moments 
éfore the cars could again be started. At 
Sixty-third street and Cottage Grove avenue 
passage to and from the cars was made on 
planks, supported above the water that col- 
lected there. On Fifty-ninth street, from 
Cottage Grove avenue to the Illinois Central 
tracks, the stréet crossings are in much the 
same condition. At Madison avenue and 
Fifty-ninth street park workme laid a 
board sidewalk, but this is now entirely con- 
cealed from view by a thick covering of mud. 

The sections of the city most affected by 
the water, however, are Dauphin Park, 
Burnside, and the low land in South Chicago. 
Street cars running to Pullman and Roby 
have been delayed and switches in some 
places can be operated only be fishing 
around in pools of water four and five inches 
deep. Most of the conductors and motormen- 
wear rubber boots te enable them to wade 
through the mud and water. 

Work on the foundation of a building at 
Forty-ninth street and Ellis avenue was sus- 
pended on account of the large quantity of 
water that had collected in the excavation. 


Action Coming in the Courts. 


Corporation Ccunsel Thornton is prepar- 
ing to begin action in the courts against the 
street railroad companies for failure to re- 
move snow from the streets, as ordered by 
the city. A bill for the work done by the 
city will be presented to the corporations 
within a few days. If the roads refuse to 
settle the account the city will begin suit 
in the courts ta recover the amount. 

In an opinion sent to Commissioner Mc- 
Gann yesterday Mr. Thornton holds that 
the snow piled in the streets by the street 
car companies is an obstruction under the 
law and can be removed by the city and the 
expense charged to the corporations. 


FEARS OF A SPRING FLOOD. 


Melting Snow and Rains Threaten a 
Flood in the Ohio and Missis- 
sippi Valleys. 


Galena, III., Feb. 11.—[8 1.]—Consid- 
erable damage was caused last night by 
the sudden tise in the Galena River, caused 
by the melting of heavy snow during the 
last two or three days. A change this 
morning to freezing weather averted a 
repetition of the disastrous flood of two 
years ago. From 11 o'clock last night until 
3 this morning the river rose eight inches 
ah hour. Park Hotel and the Green street 
bridge could only be reached by boats this 
morning. The custom-house is surrounded 
with water. | 


The Mississippi is rising rapidiy at Du- 
buque, but not at an alarming rate. There 
is a slight rise at Davenport, but at St. Louis 
and Memphis the water is receding. The, 
lower river is still high, being nearly two 
feet above danger line at Vicksburg. The 
Illinois and Bureau Rivers in Illinois and 
the Wabash in Indiana are slowly rising, 
but little danger is apprehended, unless 
heavy rains should fall generally over the 
two States.

Committee Threatens Not to In- 
dorse an Independent. 


The Executive committee of the Nineteenth 
Ward Republican club last evening indicated 
its intention to withhpld Republican indorse- 
ment from either dt the candidates sug- 
gested by the Independent Club Conference 
committee, Chairman John D. Casey of the 
Republican committee declaring himself 
opposed to such indorsement, and selected 
a committee of five to make a canvass among 
the leading Republicans of the ward in 
search of candidates to suggest to the In- 
dependent club with the hope of securing its 


approval, 
In cas® the Independent club cannot be 
induced ‘to indorse a Republican candidate 


for Alderman Chairman Casey will try to 
have the space left blank Where the name 
of an Aldermanic candidate should appear 
on the Republican ticket... Further than 
this, he said that in this event the majority 
ot, the Republicans will vote for Alderman 
Powers. 

The matter came up in the Executive com- 
mittee meeting in the form of a report pre- 
sented by Frank Crowe on the conference 
held with the Independent committee on last 
Tuesday evening. Mr. Crowe said the Inde- 
pendents had shown no disposition to con- 
sider any Republicans as possible candi- 
dates, and had practically demanded that 
the Republicans indorse an independent. 


Committee to Seek a Moses. 


Without further discussion a member of 
the Executive committee who is not a mem- 
ber of the Conference committee moved that 
no further conferences be held with the In- 
dependent club, but that the Republicans 
proceed to put their own candidates into 
nomination. 

Frank Pas de Loup opposed this proposi- 
tion. He argued that it would be better for 
the Republicans to get the Independent in- 
dorsement if possible, and said in case this 
could not be done it would be better for the 
Republicans to have no candidate on the 
ticket than to go into a three-cornered fight. 
He moved the appointment of a committee 
of five to see if a Republican candidate can 
be found who will satisfy the Independent 
club, and the committee was chosen as fol- 


lows: 
Ahern de LOUD. 


This committee will report on Monday be- 
fore the joint conference meeting of Tuesday 
evening. 

While this meeting was in progress the 
Independent club was holding a mass-meet- 
ing at 240 West Polk street, the largest and 
most enthusiastic since the club was organ- 
ized. Chairman Hin gave a report on the 
conferenece, expressing the hope the Re- 
publican indorsement would be secured. His 
report was brought into question by Wiliiam 
Rowley, who said he was a member of the 
Republican committee. No person of that 
name was a member of the committee that 
met the Independent committee last Tues- 
day, and the speaker was not recognized. 


Pledge Nominee Their Support. 


Simeon Armstrong, P. J. O'Hanlon, and 
Edward Kelly made speeches, declaring 
themsélves pledged to stand by the Inde- 
pendent nominee. The issue of the rights 
of the people against the greed of the cor- 
porations was emphasized by all the 
speakers, 

At the close of the meeting Mr. Arm- 
strong, Mr. O’Hanion, and Mr. Kelly went 
to Curtis’ Hall, Halsted and Congress 
streets, where they addressed over 200 mem- 
bers of the Nineteenth Ward Political and 
Social club. 

William Schrieder, whose resignation 
from the committees of the Independent 
club was requested a short time ago, ad- 
dressed the same meeting, declaring himself 
opposed to the election to the City Council 
of any man favoring the granting of long 
term franchises to street railway com- 

nies. He did not mention Alderman 

owers’ name, but stated that he meant to 
be understood as opposed to his reélection. 


L’Italia Indorses O’Hanlon. 


L'Italla today publishes an editorial which 
is, in part, as follows: 

“ The 3,000 Italian voters of the ward are 
entitled to substantial consideration, and 
as they have waived the right to nominatea 
candidate of their own nationality the per- 
son selected should be at least in sympathy 
with their people. Among the names men- 
tioned Mr. O’Hanlon alone meets the re- 
quirement. In approaching him no inter- 
mediary would be necessary, and any 
patronage he could bestow upan our people 
would be given them directly instead of 
being parceled out to a few padrones, who 
rob their unfortunate victims of a large 
proportion of their earnings. We would, 
therefore, advise the Italian citizens to urge 
upon both parties the nomination of Mr. 
O’ Hanlon.”’ 

A new element in the situation; which was 
the subject of some discussion yesterday, 
was the announcement of the independent 
candidacy of Joseph Sullivan, a former sec- 
retary of the Stonecutters’ union.

INDIAN LANDS MAY BE OPENED, 


P | grew’s Amendment to the Indian 
ppropriation Bill Adopted by 
| the Senate. : 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 11.—Considera- 
tion of the Indian appropriation bill was 
resumed by the Senate today and after be- 
ing amended to some extent the measure 
was passed. The most important amend- 
ment to the bill was that offered by Mr. 
Pettigrew (S. D.), which, if finally enacted, 
will restore the free homestead law so far 
as it relates to Indian lands ceded to the 
United States, for which lands the settlers 
have been obliged to pay the purchase price 
paid to the Indians. The bill carries ap- 
propriations aggregating nearly $8,000,000. 

The Pettigrew amendment is as follows: 

That all settlers under the homestead laws of 
the United States upon the public lands acquired 
prior to the passage of this act by treaty or agree- 
ment from the various Indian tribes who have or 
who shall hereafter reside upon the tract entered 
in good faith for the period required by existing 
law, shall be entitled to a patent for the land so 
entered, upon the payment to the local land offi- 
cers of the usual and customary fees and no other 
or further charge of any kind whatsoever shal! be 
‘required from such settler to entitle him to a 
patent for the land covered by his entry; — 
that the right to commute any such entry 

ds, in the option of any such 
and in the time and at the prices now 

existing laws, shall remain in full force 
and effect; provided, however, that all sums of 
money so released, which, if not released, would 
belong to any Indian tribe, shall be paid to such 
Indian tribe by the United States.

Development of the Case.

DEATH OF JOHN JACOB FOSTER. 


Old Evanston Business-Man and Cali- 
fornia Argonaut Passes Away at 
His Home. | 


|. John Jacob Foster, an argonaut of 40, 
died yesterday morning at Evanston after 
a life of sixty-six years, fifty-six of which 
were spent near his homestead, 2236 Ridge 
avenue. He was one of the foremost Evans- 
ton business-men until his retirement from 
active life twelve years ago. He built the 
Dempster street pier and the famous O’ Leary 
shed at the foot of Dempster street, whence 
he supplied the surrounding country with 
coal and lumber for years. He left four 
children—Edward, Frank, and John H. Fos- 
ter, and one daughter, Olive M. Corlett of 
Cleveland. The funeral will be held tomor- 
row afternoon at 2 o’clock from the housd. 
The Rev. B. A. Green, rector of the First 
Baptist Church, will officiate. Interment will 
be at Rosehill. , 

Mr. Foster was born at Syracuse, N. T., 
in 1832. When 6 years old he moved with his 
Point, 
north of Evanston, where a tract of land was 
taken up and worked until the son was 17 
years old. In 1849 father and son, with John 
Jellerson, whose daughter, Marietta, John 
Foster afterward married, went to Califor- 
nia.

Nine years ago he received an injury on his 
right hand which developed blood poisoning, 
and from that he was a constant sufferer. 
Last November a cinder was blown into his 
eye, and Jan. 1 he had the eye removed. He 
never rallied from the shock, and with a re- 
turn of blood poisoning suaered a relapse 
which proved fatal.

RESULTS AT NEW ORLEANS. 


New York, Feb. 11.— [Special. I- In spite of 


the passion for racing in England and 


France, which is taking so many owners and 


so many horses from this country, the home 


force continues to present an unserried 
front. As fast as American owners and 
American horses go to England their places 
are filled by other owners and other horres. 

Two of the old-timers who are to appear 
again are John Daly of Holmdel and Colonel 
G. H. Kernaghan of South Carolina. Mr. 
Daly's colors have never been off the tracks 
altogether, but since the dissolution of the 
old firm of Gideon & Daly they have never 
been prominent. Mr. Daly reappears this 
year as a liberal nominator, many of his 
youngsters coming from his own place at 
Holmdel. 

Mr. Daly’s old partner, David Gideon, has 
an interest in a few of the youngsters that 


‘are to appear in Mr. Daly's name and colors. 


Colonel Kernaghan's fame goes back fur- 
ther than that of Gideon & Daly. His name 
was famous among horsemen before Gideon 
& Daly appeared. He owned and developed 
Lizzie Baker, the dam of The Friar and 
The Dominican and one of the grandest 
mares of her time. 

Other/liberal nominators are the admin- 
istrators of the estate of W. H. Forbes of 
Boston, which owns Meddler, the sire of 
Previous, Central Trust, and other prom- 
inent 2-year-olds of last season. Mr. Forbes 
made only a few nominations last year. 
This year the Neponset Farm will be repre- 
sented quite prominently. 

America makes one gain from abroad. 
J. Storey Curtis, the owner of Method, Or- 
nament's full brother, and of Knight of the 
Rose, a brother of Henry of Navarre, came 
from South Africa early last year. Mr. Cur- 
tis’ horses are at Morris Park, in the hands 
of J. W. Rogers. r 

Sydney Paget of Hempstead is a new 
comer on the track, but he will take the 
field with a strong stable purchased by Mr. 
Wiliam C. Whitney in Kentucky last fall. 
W. Ki. Clark, former Corporation Counsel of 
this city, and Adam Blazer of Brooklyn are 
also new hands at the game. 

The Messrs. Oxnard, who have made rev- 
eral nominations under the name of the 
Good Hope Stable, began on a small scale 
last year. It is their intention, however, to 
add to their establishment from year to year 
until they have a stable of respectable pro- 
portions. 

Two Westerners whose names are not 
familiar to the metropolitan public are John 
J. Owens and J. D. Smith. The well-known 
colors of the late Byron McClelland, which 
were associated with so many popular vic- 
tories, will reappear. Mrs. McClelland, the 
executrix of her husband's estate, has not 
sold his horses, as it was thought she would 
do, but has declared she will race the horses.

Mr. Schorr's col- 
ors have been prominent on the Western cir- 
cult for years, but this will be his first ap- 
pearance in the East. ;

The County Controller's annual statement, 
gubmitted to the Board of Commissioners 
esterday, shows that $2,408,500. of the 
which fall due on or before May, 

1000, must be refunded as the county’s in- 
ability to pay them is certain. Of the bonds 
outstanding, $750,000 will fall due in Janu- 
ary, 1890, and $1,658,500 In May, 1900. Those 
due next January bear 5 per cent interest, 
and those due in 1900 4% per cent interest. 
It will also be necessary to ask permission 
of the voters to levy a special tax for the 
payment of the interest on the bonds, as 
the Legislature is continually adding addi- 
tional expenses to the county without pro- 
viding funds to pay the expenditure. It will 
be no longer possible after the passage of 
the new revenue law, according to members 
of the Finance committee, to pay the inter- 
on the bonded indebtedness of the county 
the tax levy. In addition to paying 
on its bonded indebtedness out 
evy, the county is reducing the 
the old indebtedness at the rate 
year. The annual interest out- 

lay on the bonds Which it is proposed to 
refund amounts to $112,132. The Finance 
committee adopted the report. The state- 
ment shows that the general fund for 1897 
amounts to $1,884,085. Of this amount there

Lowell called the first American,” fur- 
nishes an excellent opportunity for lessons 
to both citizens and statesmen, for the life 
of Abraham Lincoln exemplified, in the high- 
est degree, many of the characteristics 
. which every citizen must make his own if 
the nation is to be saved from corruption 
and led to the fulfillment of its lofty destiny.

| ’ AND IN GOD. 

Abraham Lincoln’s is one of the few. the 
immortal, names that were not born to die.” 

Some reputations melt away like snow at 
the touch of time, ether reputations grow 
like trees planted by water courses, fed and 
‘nourished by the passing years. Lincoln 
grews with the growing years; he roots 
ever more deeply in the soil of the national 
life, spreads an ever widening and healing 
shadow over rising generations, and in- 
creases the world’s faith in the republic. 
Such a life stores the life of the past and 
scatters seed for the future as well as 
feeds the present. Among thé many les- 
sons for the present day we note three: 
1. Lincoln believed in and was controlled 
by principles. He was not a politician but 
a statesman. A careful study of his cam- 
paign speeches, compared with those of his 
political opponents, shows the difference 
between the man with a telescope and men 
with microscopes. They studied drops of 
water, he swept oceans; they dealt with the 
minute, he with the mighty; they magnified 
the footstool, he communed with the throne; 
they tithed mint, anise, and cummin, he 
dealt with the weightier matters of the 
law, righteousness, and judgment. The age 
stood for compromise, the man for 
principle. 

2. Lincoln believed in the people. A mon- 
archy, like a door. may hinge on great men 
and be held in place by the few, but a re- 
public must stand like a pyramid on a 
broad base. Politicians prattle to the peo- 
ot rights, but trust to secret 
caucuses, hidden wires, jugglery, and ma- 
nipulation. Lincoln appealed directly to the 
people,“ stood four square to every wind 
that blowed,” dealt with the deep, underly- 
ing, human. nature that, like the primitive 
rock, upholds and gives bed to sea and 
land... His thinking was an X ray that laid 


| bare the imbedded sophistries of politicians 


and the healthy life blood of the average 
man. He believed in a “ government of the 
people, by the people, and for the people,“ 
not: a government of the people by the poli- 
ticlans, nor by the saloons and gamblers, 
nor by mine owners, syndicates, and 
corporations. God makes men and men 
make money. He stood for God’s goods; 
for men and not for things. 

3. He believed in God. His faith in God 
held him steady to princigies and true to 
man. The force we call gravity holds mat- 
ter in place; the force we call faith held 


Lincoln in place. He had little confidence ( 


and less use for elaborate ritual and creeds, 
but he had a profound faith in God: he was 
much in prayer. His state papers frame his 
faith in God. As the summer air is saturat- 
ed with sunlight his public addresses, spoken 
and written, are saturated with a bright, 
warm faith in the living God. The nation 
shall, under God, have a new birth of 
treedom.“ Between his election in 1860 and 
his inauguration he writes to Judge Joseph 
Gillespie: I have read on my knees the 
story of Gethsemane, where the son of God 
prayed in vain that the cup of bitterness 
might pass from him. I am in the garden 
of Gethsemane now, and my cup of bitter- 
ness is full.“ Men who write like that have 
not only intellectual faith in but heart 
sympathy with the son of God. °

e foundation of Lincoln’s political belief 
was the maxim of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence that all men have a right to life, 
liberty, and the pursuit of happiness. In his 
day the first of these rights, the right to 
life, was fully recognized throughout the 
nation. But the second and third, the rights 
to liberty and the pursuit of happiness, were 
by the institution of slavery in fifteen States 
denied to the millions of negroes, most of 
whom were born in America. It was Lin- 
coln’s words and work that gave to them as 
well as to every future American, native or 
naturalized, the full recognition of the sec- 
ond and third clauses of the maxim of the 
declaration. 

“While the legal right to the pursuit of 
happiness is now full and complete, its en- 
joyment is sometimes obstructed by law- 
breakers, sometimes by the environment of 
harsh social conditions; and to prevent, re- 
move, or mitigate such obstructions of either 
kind is one of the political problems of our 

* nis Gettysburt address Lincoln defined 
our government to be “ government of the 
people, by the people, for the people. Scan- 
ning this definition critically, we find that 
government of the people must not only be 
for the people, but it must be by the people. 
Government for the people is clearly a bless- 
ing, a privilege. but government by the 
people is as clearly a duty, a labor. Wecan- 
not have something for nothing. To enjoy 
political privileges we must earnestly and 
conscientiously perform political duties. Not 
only all neglect of these duties, but also all 
error in their performance inevitably recoils 
upon ourselves. We must not only vote, but 
we must vote intelligently and conscien- 
tiously to remove * to the pur- 
suit of happiness. 7 

In his struggle with the institution of 
slavery Lincoln laid down the rule that he 
who would be no slave must consent to have 
no slave.” This rule, translated to our day, 
plainly is that he who would suffer no wrong 
from society must do no wrong to society. 

Changing social conditions require change 
and improvement in laws, and Mr. Lincoln 
bas told us how this is to be effected. Our 
government, he says, rests in public opin- 
ion. “ With public sentiment nothing can 
fail; without it nothing can succeed. Con- 
sequently he who molds, public opinion goes 
deeper than he who enacts statutes or pro- 
nounces decisions. He makes statutes and

AN INSPIRATION. 


Probably no better service can be ren- 
dered the American people than by fre- 
‘quently calling attention to God's great 
gift to our country in the character and ca- 
reer of Lincoln. I can scarcely think of 
an evil tendency in our national life which 
is not rebuked or corrected by the teach- 
ing and example of the martyr President. 
First of all, his career stimulates and justi- 
fies national hopefulness, faith in America 
and her institutions and her people.

Mr. Low- 
ell calls Lincoln the first American,” and 
a study of this man is a rebuke to those 
who are aping the ideas and manners of 
Great Britain, and is a stimulus to a gen- 
uine, intelligent, hopeful Americanism. One 
cannot find in any other nation any man 
of this century who represents so much 
of deep universal human interest as Abra- 


ment men within it. There must be wheels 
within wheels, and in all probability there 
will be a wheel within all the wheels, and 
a living. spirit within that wheel to move 
all the rest. Therefore there will be “a 
machine.“ It is senseless to cry out against 
a machine simply as 4 machine.

HIS RUGGED HONESTY, 
MANLINESS, AND COURAGE. 


That which impresses me most as I recall 
Lincoln’s character is his rugged honesty. 
He was the Cato of contemporary states- 
men. The crying need in political life today 
is for manliness. Lincoln was thoroughly 
manly. He combined candor, courage, self- 
sacrifice, and these made him the idol of the 
people. We have politicians enough who 
are calculating and prudent. They have 
shrewdness and insight to a degree, but they 
are sadly lacking in the sterner traits which 
win our unquestioning confidence. Many 
of them are known to be schemerS And char- 
latans. Only here and there a man in polit- 
ical life commands our esteem as wholly 
trustworthy. This hollowness at the core is 
the bane of the republic. It bates our 
breath when we would eulogize our institu- 
tions. It sickens us of democracy. It 
drives good people out of politics. Wecry 
in our haste, All men are llars.“ The 
God-fearing feel more and more like seek - 
ing help from God, for vain is the help of 
man. Now and then a man like Lincoln 
appears upon the stage and reassures us. He 
has an ethical backbone. He is not a church- 
man, it is true, but he believes in God— 
honors and obeys him. He never escapes 
a crowding sense of responsibility, nor does 
he wish to. He believes himself a man of 
destiny; the man for the hour. This does 
not inflate him. It humbles him. Boasting 
is excluded by the sense he has of the real 
grandeur of the occasion in which he is called 
to act. And so he never poses or dramatizes 
or calls attention to himself. He is severe- 
ly, humorously natural, He is the man of 
the people—consciously so. He loves them 
and lives for them in every thought and act. 


And the people love him, and, what is eyen 
better, ey trust him. To them he is 
always Honest Abe.”” The renaissance 


we sadly need is a return to honest politics, 
We may be thankful that we are not wholly 
bereft of such. In the more recent years 
there have been shining instances of guile- 
less patriotism and honest service in exalted 
places, but the exemplary character of rare 
men only brings into striking contrast the 
moral worthlessness of the many who cor- 
rupt and disgrace the sacred trusts they hold 
“A public office is a,public trust.’’ It is a 
burning shame that matters have reached 
such a pass with us that sincerity: and devo- 
tion to the public weal in the ordinary poll- 
ticlan should be deemed incredible virtues. 
We confidently believe a better time awaits 
us. The era of better citizenship we fondly 
hope is not distant. When Christian cjtizen- 
ship shall with the mases statesmen 
of the Lincoln type will be the rule and not 
the sore exception.

THOROUGH POLITICIAN,, 
BUT AN HONEST ONE. 


Mr. Lincoln was a thorough politician in 
the best sense of the term. He recognized 
the imperative need of parties in American 
political affairs. He did all in his power to 
build up the great party which he so ably 
represented, thé party of freedom, of en- 
lightened statesmanship, of national honor, 
and progress. 

But he was an honest politician. His hon- 
esty was entirely compatible with a strong 
versonal desire to fill the highest position 
within the gift of man. Honesty and lawful 
ambition are not con Mr. Lincoln 
never stooped to the packing of primaries, 
to the buying and selling of votes, to bar- 
gaining with the men of influence by prom- 
ising them office. 

By the very laws of human action he was 

to reward his supporters with 
s of trust and profit. Honest politics 


does not forbid this. It is not necessary to go 
to the length of the motto “ To the victors 
belong the spoils ”’ in affirming the principle. 
No matter under what name a politicai 
movement may be carried on, it cannot help 
becoming a party movement.

the voices of the nation’s heroes should 


never die out of the nation’s head. When 


a nation’s young men have uo high ideals 
hung up in their sky, toll thé funeral bell. 
That nation is doomed. 

The lessons from Lincoln's life that 
should be kept clear to the sight and heart 
of each new generation are not far to seek. 

For one thing his life is signally illustrative 
of the age-long truth that human progress 
is at acost. The history of progress is the 
histo of struggle and heartache. It is 
by bitter tears.and death. “ Knowledge by 
suffering entereth.“ Private monopoly, the 
tyranny of custom, sectional prejudice, 
lust of power with religious bigotry, and 
lust of power with political bigotry—these 
all stand in the way of progress and reform. 

Lincoln declared the nation could not en- 
dure half slave and half free. He stood for 
freedom. ~ And slavery murdered him. 
Aposties have always been stoned. Proph- 
ets, heralding a new era, have always been 
sawn asunder. If our young men are to 
elimb the Lincoln heights of reforming man- 
hood, they must needs face the possibility, if 
not of the literal iron and flame, at least of 
that which is harder than the iron and flercer 
than the flame—the hate and heat of preju- 
dice and intolerance. They must dare to 
suffer and be willing to die. But, be it ever 
remembered: When good men die goodness 
does not die. A charmed life old good- 
ness hath.“ It is not too much to say that 
the plant of universal emancipation was 
worth even the blood of the martyred Lin- 
coln. In that baptism of suffering and sor- 
row which culminated in his death, truths 
were set whose fruitage is glorious. 

Another present-day lesson for American 
young manhood to be gotten out of Lincoln's 
life is this: That the strength that is 
mightiest is gentle. To be a hero, one need 
not be a bear or bully. The hand that reins 
in the steeds of the sky and swings the 
suns and systems never broke a bruised 
reed. Lincoln's was a gentle soul. He was 
rooted, but willowy. He never thundered. 
Neither does gravitation. Nature's forces 
that reach the farthest, and hold the stead- 
lest, and last the longest are mighty, but 
still. Rude, brusque, violent young Ameri- 
ca should go to a Lincoln school and learn 
how gentleness helps make a great soul. 

Lincoln made himself the master of un- 
toward circumstances. His shining ex- 
ample is the constant inspiration to young 
men to go and do likewise.

In many “Shrewsbury” differs

Though its scenes are laid in Eng- 
land in the swashbuckling days of the second 
James and of William and Mary, and though 
its action centers around one of the numer- 
ous Jacobite plots that immediately [ollowed 
the revolution, its pages are almost entirely 
tree of both sword-play and blood. And

Even a good novel has its weakest point, 
and that of “ Shrewsbury "’ is the compara- 
tive lack of action in its closing pages.

Elizabeth Cady Stanton’s Life. 
Eighty Years and More, Reminiscences 
of Elizabeth Cady Stanton. New York: 
Evropean Publishing company. 
Whatever opinions one may hold with re- 
gard to the woman’s right movement, the 
autobiography of the founder and champion 
of that propaganda is a human document 
of no small interest and value. From the 
November day over eighty-two years ago, 
when Elizabeth Cady made her advent 
into life, to the present hour, when 
she is about launching the second vol- 
ume of the Woman's Bible upon an 
unwilling world,‘ she has been in the 
midst 
fare against conventiolities and estab- 
lished law wherever these touch her and 
her sex. Through at least three-fourths of 
a century that fight has continued, and to 
study its effect upon her own mind and char- 
acter is as interesting as to mark the solid 
changes that her work has wrought, both 
upon the statute books and upon public opin- 
on. 


First, be it noted that she is a woman with 
both the physical and the mental strength 
of a robust man. Given these exceptional 
qualities, she has acied and developed just 
as a healthy and combative man would act 
and develop if forced into the circumscribed 
bourdartes that the majority of women pre- 
fer and always will prefer. She has struck 
out sturdily and honestly, attempting the 
while to drag her reluctant sisters out into 
the wider responsibilities that they will 
never want until they come to be endowed 
with her ability to do a man's and a womar's 
work combined. And the subjective effect of 
the struggle has been just what it is upon 
most men of an intellectual turn—it has 
changed her from a morbidly sensitive re- 
‘ligious believer to a militant agnostic. .

The story of her home life certainly shows 
that she did not neglect her children in order 


to do her public work. Unfortunately not 


one woman in a thousand has the strength 
to do both as she did. 

The call for the first woman’s rights con- 
vention was issued in the Seneca County 
Courter in July, 1848, signed by Mrs. 
Stanton, Lucretia Mott, and several others. 
From that time to this the policy of the 
propaganda has been to hurl the suffrage 
bomb into every masculine convention in 
sight, to the bewilderment and prestration 
of numerous victims and the gnashing of 
angry men’s teeth. Those who wish the 
story of it from the bomb-thrower’s stand- 


point will find it entertainingly told in Mrs. 


Stanton's book. In the course of the nar- 
ration they will also encounter a complete 
and entertaining sketch of Sugan B. An- 
thony's career. 

Mrs. Stanton has done much for the cause 
of free thought, and though many will re- 
gret her foolish attempt to improve the 
Bible, her biography is none the less val- 
uable as a straightforward and piquant story

NOMINAL QUOTATION FOR CURRENT 

DELIVERY PUT UP TWO CENTs, 

Shorts Are Kept Nervous Over the 
Movement of the Leiter Whea t~No 
Engagements, Aside from the 500,- 
000 Bushels First Reported, Are 
Confirmed—Shipments Represent a 
Consignment Rather than a Sale 

Provisions Hold Their Own. 

There was another dollar quotation for 
wheat in Chicago yesterday. The price of 
the February delivery was moved up from 
98c to $1.00, and although quotations for 
the current month delivery are in a way 
nominal, that was the price at which No, 1 
Northern wheat could have been sold, at 
least in a small way, in the open market.

lying conditions. The 
proposed movement 
of at least part of the 
Leiter wheat to Eu- 
ropean markets con- 
tinued to be the con- 
sideration.

rates and further 
freight engagements, 
but so far nothing 
further has been con- 
firmed than the orig- 
inal statement that 
the Lehigh Valley 
railroad company had 
arranged for the 
movement of 500,000 bu, the loading to be- 
gin at once. Other roads were mentioned 


as making a move for business, but tonnage 


is not particularly scarce and a number of 
well-posted railroad men said it would not 
at all surprise them to see the Lehigh Valley 
company get the big end of any business 
done in the near future. It has been ru- 
mored that Leiter intends to move out all 
of his cash wheat not in store in vessels. It 
is safe to assume that this will depend on 
results abroad, as the wheat which is now 
to be moved out is sent abroad on consign- 
ment and is riot sold. | 


Leiter Held the Calls. 


Leiter bought calls freely on Thursday 
night and gave the market influential sup- 
port at times yesterday. These were the 
Pit considerations.

after he had been convicted by a court- 
martial and sentenced to six months’ im- 
prisonment for an indecent assault upon 
the President not unlike that of the late 
Spanish Minister. | 
It is altogether probable that an effort 
will be made to make a hero and martyr 
of De Lome on his return to Spain, just 
as was done in the case of Weyler. A 
beginning in this direction has already been 
made, indeed, by a portion of the Spanish 
press in complimenting the “ exquisite 
delicacy " of the discredited diplomatist in 
acknowledging the authorship of his let- 
ter and promptly tendering his resigna- 
tion, while others laud his general policy. 
More important, however, is the language 
attributed to Sefior Sagasta, the head of 
the Spanish Cabinet, who is reported as 
follows: 

The case is the same a# if a representative of 
the United States would criticise in bad terms the 
Queen of Spain, or even myself. Surely, we would 
have taken no action against such a representa- 
tive, because we would have refused to make use 
of a stolen letter. Even if it were published in 
the papers, we would simply have asked ex- 
planations in a friendly manner, and would have 
accepted such answer as we received. 

This indicates that an attempt will be 
made by the government to shield the late 
Ambassador on the ground that the letter 
which has been the cause of all the trouble 
having been stolen our government has had 
no right to take notice of it, although the 
fact of its genuineness has not only not 
been denied but open!y confessed. There 
has been no intin:ation, however—and prob- 
ably will not be—that any agent of the 
United States government has been re- 
sponsible for, or in any way connected with, 
the purloining of the letter. On the con- 
trary, there is reason for believing that the 
document was secured in Havana and while 
in the custody of Spamsh postal officials 
or after its delivery. But the letter being 
in existence and made public, as well as its 
atthenticity undenied, the government 
could not, without loss of self-respect and 
loss of the respect of civilized governments 
generally, fail to take notice of its con- 
tents. In doing so it takes no responsibil- 
ity for the manner in which it has become 
publie property, while the writer has no 
pretext for denying responsibility for its 
character. 

In one aspect of the case the publication 
at this time has its advantageous side. This 
is in the complete exposure it has furnished 
of the disgraceful duplicity and trickery 
which the Spanish government has been 
employing in its pretended negotiations for 
the conclusion of a commercial treaty in- 
volving American trade with Cuba. As it 
is impossible that the late Minister should 
have been conducting such a game on his 
own account and without the knowledge of 
his employers the government cannot es- 
cape responsibility for the intended fraud. 
The result, in the estimation of the world. 
is to place Spain in the wrong until it dis 
avows the act of its representative and 
proves that it is governed by some higher 
motive than mere hypocritical pretense.

ATTACKING THE GOVERNMENT’S CREDIT. 
Foreign investors have not yet regained 
faith in American securities. There is an 
abundance of idle money whose owners 
would like to invest it. They would like 
to buy American stocks and bonds, which 
pay better than those at home, but those 
foreigners cannot rid themselves .of the 
fear that the United States may abandon 
the gold standard and then they will be 
heavy losers. ‘ 

So whenever there is an advance in the 
price of American securities foreign holders 
sell out promptly and congratulate them- 
selves on being able to escape the possibility 
of a great loss. 5 
The Teller resolution is a declaration that 
the United States should pay its bonds, 
which cost the present holders full gold 
value, in 44-cent dollars, thus cheating 
the bondholders out of 56 per cent of 
what is due them. The House rejected 
this resolution, but the Senate adopted it. 
The business-men of Europe perceive that 
the repudiation cheap money party in the 
United States is strong enough to con- 
trol one branch of the National Legislature. 
For all they know that party may control 
both branches soon. 

In the remarks made by Congressman 
Dingley, when the Teller resolution was 
considered in the House, he dwelt on the 
supreme importance to a nation of preserv- 
ing its credit unimpaired. After admitting 
that the United States has the power 
to pay its obligations in part or not at all, 
and that payment cannot be _ enforced 
against a sovereign nation, he continued: 
The intelligent selfishness of a nation, which 
is to live not simply for a generation but for 
centuries, ought to lead it—and wherever a na- 
tion is wisely governed does lead it—to so scrupu- 
lously maintain its pledges in both letter and 
spirit as to preserve its credit untarnished, and 
thereby not only make it possible to borrow at 
the lowest rate of interest, but also to make it 
easy to obtain loans in exigencies, which are 
sure, sooner or later, to come to every nation. 
A nation’s honor and credit, I may say to gentle- 
men on the other side who applauded so jubi- 
lantly when the pending resolution was brought 
into this hall, are among its most priceless pos- 
séessions—aye, its title deed to permanence and 
prosperity. 
During the rebellion the credit of the gov- 
ernment was injured and the value of its 
greenbacks and bonds depreciated by the 
“fire in the rear” kept up by the Copper- 
heads. But suppose that Congress, between 
1881 and 1866, had intimated that it was 
the intention of the government to pay no 
more on the dollar than it had received or 
would receive, how much would the Ger- 
mans—or Americans even—have paid for 
the bonds? Nothing, or 10 cents on the 
dollar at the most. 

If Congress had assailed the public cred- 
it the union would have been broken up. 
The Southern rebels and their Copperhead 
) ilies at the North would have won. But 
Congress pursued no such suicidal policy. 
| Neither branch of it adopted a resolution 
notifying bondholders that it was the inten- 
tion of the government to cheat them. 

Senators like Vest, Cockrell, Teller, and 
Stewart would be only too happy—as would 
Bryan—to see the credit of the government 
destroyed and its honor stained ineffaceably. 
They are unable to bring that about. But 
they do all they can to impair the credit of 
the United States at home and abroad. 
The distrust of American securities shown 
by foreigners is evidence that they have not 
been altogether unsuccessful in their knav- 


ish designs. 


TOWNE ON HIS TRAVELS. 

Ex-Oongressman Towne of Minnesota 
fancied in 1896 that his State and district 
were going for free silver. So he deserted 
the Republican party and joined the Bry- 
anites, who renominated him. He was 
defeated in a district which had given 
him 10,000 majority two years before. His 
State gave McKinley 53,000 majority. 

Since Towne lost that seat in Congress 
which he hoped his treachery would enable 
him to retain he has been a traveling 
lecturer on the beauties of rotten money.

Not 
one.

Pension Steal Is Robbing the Govern- 
ment of Money Which Is Badly 
Needed for Coast Defense. 


The Dingley bill is still raising deficits; 
the annual revenue is between $300,000,000 
and $350,000,000, of which nearly $160,000,000 
for the coming fiscal year will probably be 
expended in pensions; the War department 
insisted that $11,000,000 was absolutely es- 
sential to properly continue the work al- 
ready laid out on our seacoast defenses for 
the next year, and the House of Representa- 
tives has allowed but $4,000,000 for the pur- 
pose. We spend over one-third of our na- 
tional income on pensions, and then we cut 
down nearly two-thirds the appropriaticns 
for suitably protecting the American sea- 

ast. 

“This questicn attracts one's attention, be- 
cause the American people may within a 
few months witness a rupture between their 
government and that of Spain on account of 
the Cuban war. If we had war with Spain 
what would be our military position? It 
is commonly known that unless our navy 
could, by immediate and uninterrupted sic- 
cess, keep the war away ‘rem our shores 
the coast cities of the United States would 
be in serious danger from the.enemy’s cruis- 
ers and battleships. One alone might slip 
in and bombard Boston, New York, or some 
Southern port, effecting great damage to 
commerce and property. Probably the 
United States navy could keep the war ata 
distance, but if hostilities should not be 
quickly ended and roving Spanish cruisers 
should remain at large the very smallness 
of our fleet, compared with our immense 
littoral, might allow here or there 4 sudden 
attack upon an American seaport. Such, at 
least, is one of the chances, or liabilities, of 
a naval war. 

It was asserted in the House debate on 
the fortifications bill that the defense of 
New York City was substantially complete, 
and that may be if the government has con- 
centrated its energies upon that port. But 
‘there are twenty-two other ports from Port- 
land, Me., to Puget Bound whose defenses 
are nowhere near complete. As for Boston, 
the Army and Navy 

could come at night, or a ; 
44. 1 deep expanse of Broad Sound within 
six miles of the Statehouse and bombard at will 
without the slightest danger to itself. 
Never in the history of the world was such an 
enormous aggregate of wealth 80 inadequately 
protected as is the case at Boston on the Ist of 
January, 1898. | 

It seems that the defense of Boston today 
is a single mortar battery at Winthrop. It 
is much the same elsewhere all along the 
Atlantic, gulf, and Pacific coasts. A few 
guns here and there are in position, and 
emplacements are being provided for more 
to come, of course. 

If the whoie $11,000,000 asked by the War 
department had been appropriated the coast 
line would not be put into a suitable condi- 
tion to recetve a heavy attack from the sea 
this year or next; but it would be in such a 
condition earlier than now will be the case. 
The point is this: The $11,000,000 could easily 
have been appropriated if many thousands 
of citizens who have good incomes or are 
able to earn their livings were not drawing 
pensions from the United States Treasury.—

The Populists of Georgia have called their 
State convention for March 16. This is 
three months in advance of the time when 
such conventions are held usually in Geor- 

, anid the haste is interpreted by the 
tlanta Constitution as simply an attempt 
of the Populist leaders to magnify their 
office, which will be futile so far as concerns 
the votes of the rank and file of the Georgia 
Populists, These citizens, it says, “ oppos- 
ing every phase of Republicanism,” are un- 
willing to throw deny obstacle in the way 
of Democratic doctrine, provided only that 
the doctrine be genuine,“ that is, strictly 
according to the Chicago platform. 

The advice of the Constitution, however, 
is that the Democrats also shall start their 
campaign as soon as practicable and nomi- 
nate a ticket so“ genuinely Democratic” 
that even the “ irreconcilables among the 
Populists will have no ground on which 
to oppose it. Such a nomination will ac- 
tually be made, says the Atlanta paper, 
and the Democrats confidently expect to 
roll up a majority of 100,000 in the cam- 
paign, ‘‘ which, it is conceded, will be ons of 
the most enthusiastic, so far as the Dem- 
ocrats are concerned, that has taken place 
since the memorable campaign in the 
708.“ 

The situation in Georgia, as thus de- 
scribed, seems to be similar to that in the 
Southern States generally. The Middle-of- 
the-Road Populist leaders are seeking to 
keep up their separate party organization 
for their personal profit, but the great Pop- 
ulist vote is now in hearty accord with 
“genuine Democratic doctrine” and in op- 
position to the Republican party. These 
voters are ready to turn in eagerly to help 
along Bryanism by arraying the solid 
South behind it. The present genuine 
Democracy suits them, their resistance 
having been only to the sort in vogue be- 
fore the Chicago platform. - 

This means that political expediency will 
dictate the running of the Democratic eam- 
paign of this year in every State of the 
South on the Chicago platform strictly and 
emphatically, and the sending of delega- 
tions to the national Democratic conven- 
tion in 1900 which will be solidly and un- 
compromisingly for straightout Bryanism.— 
New York Sun.

Anti-Scalping Bill. 


REQUESTS LAID ASIDE.

Organizations May Aid in Pass- 
ing the Measure. 


| DEMORALIZATION IS FEARED

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No more reduced rates will be granted by 
the Western roads for large meetings and 
conventions, pending action on the anti- 
scalping bill by Congress. At the last meet- 
ing of the Executive committee of the West- 
ern Passenger association applications for 
reduced rates on account of conventions of 
the American Medical association, National 
Educational association, Tenth Triennial 
National Council of Congregational 
Churches, North American Turners’ union, 
Christian Endeavor, and other large organ- 
izations and societies to be held in various 
parts of the country next summer came up 
for consideration, and it was concluded to 
make the following recommendation to mem- 
bers on the subject: | 

That while it is the general desire to be in posi- 
tion to make suitable excursion rates for these 
occasions, consideration thereof be postponed pend- 
ing action on the anti-scalping bill now before 
Congress, the passage of which should make it 
possible to simplify ticketing arrangements, and 
which, under existing conditions. is impracticable. 

Similar action was taken at the last gen- 
eral meeting of the Western Passenger as- 
sociation and other Western lines with re- 
spect to applications made for reduced rates 
for meetings to be held on the Pacific coast. 
| In making low rates special precautions 

had to be taken by the railroads to prevent 
the manipulation of return tickets. Not- 
withstanding the scalpers always found ways 
to manipulate the tickets and disturb the 
regular sale of tickets for weeks after the 
close of the meeting or convention for which 
reduced rates had been granted. 

Should the anti-scalping bill be passed the 
railroads say they will be able to make bet- 
ter terms for such gatherings than have been 
granted heretofore, 

The action taken by the Western roads in 
regard to reduced rates for such occasions 
is expected to secure the help of the mem- 
bers of those societies in getting the anti- 
scalping bill through Congress. The pros- 
pect of getting low rates for their meeting 
will undoubtedly induce the members of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, Christian En- 
deavor society, National Educational asso- 
ciation, and other organizations which want 
low rates for their gatherings to join the 
railroads in their efforts to forcé scalpers 
out of business. | 

‘The meeting of the American Association 
of General Passenger and Ticket Agents at 
Washington next week is expected to materi- 
ally help the pagsage of the bill. A farge del- 
egation of General Passenger Agents, chap- 
eroned by General Passenger Agent B. N.

They cannot repeal or 
mitigate the operation of the solid truth that 
the relation of supply to demand is the sole 
regulator of value. Therefore “a confer- 
ence of the representative countries which 
export cereals” could neither declare nor 
maintain a fixed price for wheat or any 
other grain. But they could do that just 
as well as an international agreement could 
fix and control the price of silver coin as 
compared to gold coin without regard to 
the value of silver bullion when compared 
to gold bullion. 

The Nebraska farmer can sell only that 
wheat, corn, and meat which will pass in- 
spection and find consumers in any of the 
world’s markets, and when the Nebraska 
farmer sells these products he buys money. 
In time the Nebraska farmer will demand 
money which, Ifke his products, has the least 
fluctuating purchasing power in all of the 
world’s markets.

A Plea for School Baths. 
Chicago, Feb. 7.—[Editor of The Tribune.) 


—While a great deal has been written about 
the importance of proper ventilation of 
schoolrooms, of pure wster, hygienic sur- 
roundings, and other matters, the subject of 
personal cleanliness of the children has not 
been sufficiently considered. Ventilation 
may be perfect, drinking water may be pure, 
and the hygienic arrangements of a school- 
house may be good, but if the bodies of chil- 
dren are not clean all other hygienic sur- 
roundings will not make a schoolroom 
healthful. | 


The emanations from the bodies of a room 


full of dirty children will so vitiate the air 
that it becomes unfit to breathe, and if any 
of the children have within a month been 
the subject of contagious diseases the air 
becomes charged with infectious microbes, 


The clothihg of school children should be 


clean. It may be poor and ragged, but if 
sterilized by heat and formaline may be 
made perfectly aseptic and inodorous. From 
a paper lately published on the school baths 
of Europe I find that the first public school 
bath in Germany was placed in a common 
school in Gottingen in 1883, the Mayor of the 
city being prompted to utilize the two base- 
ment rooms for the purpose through the 
suggestion of a professor of hygiene that the 
provision of well ventilated schoolrooms 
was likely to be futile if they were occupied 
by dirty children. The cost of installation 
was $186. The bath proved an eminent suc- 
cess. The example of Gottingen was fol- 
lowed by other cities, until it is now porsitile 
to name some forty German, Swiss, and Scan- 
dinavian cities that have introduced warm 
shower baths into their common schoois. 
Certain cities, as Munich, Berlin, Frankfort. 
and Cologne, have adopted the policy of plac- 
ing such baths in all new schoolhouses of 
the class named. In these scheol bathe in 
Germany the average cost of a warm shower 
bath Is said to be one-quarter of a cent, and 
it is safe to say that, leaving the interest of 
the plant out of account, the cost in the 
United States will not exceed that amount. 


It may be asserted that not all of the com- 


mon schools in Chicago need bathrooms, but 
this is not so, for such is the cosmopolitan 
character of the pupils in the best part of 
our schools, that a certain percertage are 
not clean, while in some instances there are 
schools in which 90 per cent would be im- 
proved by the baths. 


I would suggest that if the school authori- 


ties see fit to establish school baths 
two rooms be set apart, one for the baths and 
the other as a fumigating room where filthy 
clothing shall be subjected to heat and the 
vapor of formaline. The clothing could be 
disinfected while the children are bathing. 
Both rooms should be under the control ofa 
co tent inspector, who shall decide 
whether a pupil should bathe and his cloth- 
ing be subjected to a fumigation. It would 
not be necessary to have this done daily. In 
most cases once or twice a week would be 
sufficient. Under competent management 
fifteen minutes would be sufficient time for 
both processes. 


I have no fear that either parents or pupils 


would ebject to the school baths. There is 
nothing said about any objection in Germany 


or Sweden. In most cases when the baths 


would be needed the parents have not the 
facilities in their homes, nor the time to give 


their children baths. I believe the establish- 
ment of School baths would be hailed with 


satisfaction by parents and children of al 
nationalities. It would not add one cent to 


the taxes of the pcople of Chicago. 
Besides the hygienic value of such baths 


I believe it would elevate the moral standard 


of the children. Dirt and crime go hand in 


band. It would also raise each child’s se 


respect, and indirectly make them mate 


for better citizens and better parents when 


they grow to man and womanhood.

Affairs in the St. Louls board have reached a 
crisis where a rate war seems unavoidabie.

FAR REACHING PHILANTHROPY. 


HERE is no philanthropy of which 
women have the management more 
practical-than the day nursery. It 
goes hand-in-hand with settlement 

work. — 

The babies of these poor people, burdened 
with a pitiful weight of inherited tendencies 
not of the best, unconscious victims of their 
environments, are cared for daily in nurse- 
ries modeled, so far as hygienic principles 
are concerned, after those of children whose 
spoons are silver ones. 

There are about two dozen of these créches 
in Chicago, fourteen of which are banded 
together in a local federation. 

Conferencés are held every fourth month, 
when discussions are indulged in regarding 
the best methods of conducting these useful 
charities. The following paper was read by 
Dr. Jessie E. Shears of the Margaret Etter 
Creche at the conference held this week: 

he dietary and hygiene to be prescribed 

‘for the children of the nurseries should be 
guch as a physician would outline for a well 
regulated family, with such modifications 
as would be necessary in a large family, ac- 
éording to the peculiarities of the members. 
"The cases, however, which present them- 
selves to the physician of a day nursery are 
unlike those in private practice or those 
of almost any other institution, first in the 
Jack of, acute cases, and second in the num- 
Der of 8 which are the result of faulty 
nutrition. Failure in nutrition and conse- 
quent skin are the two troubles 
with which we have the greatest difficulty. 
These are frequently due to some hered 


Proper Nourishment. 
In many instances, however the nutritive 
failure is acquired, either because the secre- 
tion of a poorly nourished mother is inade- 
quate to furnish the food material neces- 
- gary, or because the faulty home does not 
Zurnish the light and air necessary to build 
up a healthy organism. We have few acute 
troubles to treat, our rules being to send 
Such cases to a hospital or to the home for 
treatment. If a child appears who is sus- 


' "pected of having some contagious trouble 


the matron immediately isolates him and 
«waits the decision of the physician in regard 
to the wisdom of permitting him to mingle 


with other children. In this way many ep- 


idemics of whooping cough, measles, etc., 
have been. averted. 
tions are especially necessary in 
first stages of whooping. cough, 
es it is generally admitted to be more readily 
communicated in the first stages than in the 
last. In&smuch as we take children whose 
nes vary from 2 months to 7 years, we 
have all of the. disorders of digestion to 
contend with, but we have been most suc- 
cessful in the treatment of these cases in 
the main, because we have given to the 
matron and the nurses a few simple rules 
for the preparation of foods for children of 
different ages, which rules have been con- 
scientiously followed. In nursing children 
the food furnished by the mother often 
does more harm than good, owing to her 
tired, overworked condition, the irregularity 
with which the food is given, and also the 
fact that she may be addicted to the use of 
stimulants. For these reasons we frequent- 
ly advise weaning a child at a much earlier 
date than would be advocated under differ- 
ent circumstances. To such children and to 
All children under 1 year old we give nothing 
but a preparation of cow’s milk and discard 
entirely the prepared foods, for the reason 
that cow’s milk can be made to approach 
more nearly than any other that furnished 
by the mother. The formula most frequent- 
ly used js as follows: Cream, two ounces; 
milk, ong oynce; sugar of milk, one and cne- 
half spoonfuls; lime water, one-half 
, Ounce; water, four and one-half ounces. 
This amount is placed in an eight-ounce 
nursing bottie, put in water, and brought 
to 167 degrees Fahrenheit.

How the Babies Should Be Fed. 


In very young children excessive feed- 
ing is more often the cause of intestinal in- 
digestion than under-feeding, for it is an 
easy matter to quiet a crying child with 
a bottle of milk. Therefore this milk is 
prescribed to be given at regular intervals 
and accordirg to the condition of each 
case. For children from 1 year to 18 months 
old nothing is added te the milk but boiled 
rice and strained gruel. It is my experi- 
ence that children thus fed have less 


stomach trouble than those who have more 


nitrogenous foods. After eighteen months

children from maintaining or- 
Ginaty health. In the arrangement of a 
house for a day nursery it is advisable that 


tible to poisons arising from such sources, 
and much can be done in our nurseries to 
counteract the effect of unhealthful home 
surroundings by having the plumbing and 
ventilation as perfect as can be arranged. 
“The question of the ventilation of rooms 
is a serious one, and especially in nurseries 
which were not built for the purpose for 
which they are used. It must be borne in 
mind that each individual requires 100 cubic 
feet of air, which should be changed as often 
as once an hour, and to effect this without 
exposing the children to drafts will often 
tax the ingenuity of builders as well as 
those in charge of the institution. It is dif- 
ficult to say which is the more to be feared— 
the cold air enthusiast who throws open the 
windows regardless of the condition of the 
occupants of the room and without thought 
of the dangers of croup, bronchitis, or pneu- 
monla, or the draftphobist who would keep 
the children shut in close rooms regard- 
less of the dangers of noxious gases. It is 
well to remember that disease may arise 
from either condition, and it is only by the 
exercise of good judgment that these dan- 
gers may be averted. The temperature of 
the room should be kept at 73 degrees Fah- 
renhelt, and the maintenance of an even 
temperature is an important item, for one 
may take cold’ in a hot, poorly ventilated 
room as well as ina cold one. Every child: 
over 2 months old should spend at least one 
hour a day, and more if possible, in the 
open air, unless suffering from an acute dis- 
ease. This can be arranged for in any nur- 
sery even in the most crowded districts, 
where there is no yard, by building plazzas on 
every available portion of the house and in- 
closing them with wire netting. Children 
may be permitted to play here during much 
of the time in pleasant weather.“

all done in close, small patterns, signifying 
no end of painstaking and industry. It isa 
distinct contrast to the big-figured, heavy 
lined work that is-also popular. Two sofa 
cushions, for instance, the one outlined with 
big-stitched heavy crewels and the other 


pretty in itsown way. 

There is something familiar in the chenille 
work and in the soft, bobby tassels that fin- 
ish it. It is found faded and crumpled on 
prim-looking cushions and ornaments that 
have been kept as heirlooms in old-fashioned 
families. These cushions, with the dancing 
gauze-skirted ballet girls outlined 8n them, 
and the harlequins and clowns climbing up 
over them and tumbling head over heels, are 
distinctly modern. Nothing like these fig- 
ures ever existed on cushion tops before. 
Precise needleworkers never before this sea- 
son dreamed that coarse crewels in heavy 
canvas stitch could be used on delicate satin 
and silk with satisfactory effect. Those old- 
time, exact needlewomen, single-minded, 
white-fingered, were not creative workers. 
They did things thus and so. They always i 


with them. Some of these 


makes it all the more noteworthy that she 


went by patterns; they put only such and 
such materials together, and never dreamed 
of half the new and striking and startling 
combinations that have been thought out in 
the way of fancy work. The precise little 
chenille patterns applied on rich surfaces 
are a renaissance for them. 

Lavender on pale leaf green, violet on rose 
color, iridescent work on ivory or cream- 
tinted gronnd, are some of the combinations 
of color in this chenille work. A nove! bw 
reau cushion of loaf shape is of delicate green 
silk, soft and rich in texture. The main body 
of the outer cushion is drawn up in reguiated 
puffs to within an inch or two of the center 
of the top, and then falls away in oval- 
shaped lappets, the lappets being lined with 
stiffened lavender silk, on which a dainty 
chenille embroidery is applied. Smilax 
leaves, the stems and veins outlined with 
glittering tinsel silk, the intervening parts 
being of chenille, form the pattern employed. 
The inner cushion is padded out in yet paler 

n, and lavender stars, gemmed with 
brilliants, hedge about the place where the 
pins are to go, 

A jewel of a jewel box is of heavy rose-col- 
ored satin, with the cushioned top one mass 
of chenille forget-me-nots, seemingly glis- 
tening with dew.. Ten dollars is the price. 
At opposite corners are soft little pendant 
Balls, all rose color and violet, capped with 
gilt, and at the other two corners are ro- 

tes of the thick silk gimp that finishes 
the edges. Another little pleasure essential 
of silk and chenille is an ivory satin opera, 
bag and bonbon holder combined. The 
stiffened, octagon-shaped case expands into 
a frill about the mouth, which frill draws up 
with gold-plated springs into the size of a 
finger ring. Tiny field flowers, done in che- 
nille on the ivory surface, form the decora- 
tion. Corn color, dahlia blue, poppy red, and 
all the russet colors and wood shades are 
intermixed in the pattern. White chenille 
pendants, like little acorns topped with gold, 
finish each panel, and there is room on one 
side of the gold-plated springs for the own- 
er's monogram. Such a bag, all hand work, 
lined sumptuously, and with just a dainty 
hint of attar of roses hanging about it, is 
worth $12. 

A handkerchief case of heavy watered 
satin, with no hint of cream in its pure 
white surface, has lilies of the valley wrought 
on it in white chenille and only the slender 
leaves and stems of green. This is show- 
ered with the brilliants that are so popular, 
and even the gimp about the edge is crusted 
chenille-dec- 
orated etceteras are frilled with gold-col- 
ored lace, lace that is as strong as the Rus- 
sian Yak lace, yet more delicate in appear- 
ance. Over this lace are strung the parti- 
colored pendants of silk and chenille that 
give a finish and preciseness wherever they 
are employed, yet look graceful and dis- 
tinctive as well. 


MISS GAIL LAUGHLIN, CORNELL. 


The Only Woman Who Ever Won in 
a Great College Prize De- 
bate. | 


Miss Gail Laughlin is the only woman who 
ever joined in one of the great college de- 
bates at Cornell University. This fact 


should have won with flying colors in the 
great ‘94 memorial prize debate contest. 
which took place some weeks ago. Miss 
Laughlin, whose most recent photograph 
is reproduced on this page, is one of the 
most brilliant young women at Cornell, 
where she is in the senior class of the law 
college, having already been graduated at 
Wellesley. Her success brought the imme- 
diate happy result of an Invitation to speak 
in the Intercollegiate debate between Cor- 
nell University and the University of Penn- 
sylvania. This is probably the first in- 
stance in which a woman will have taken 
part in a debate contest between two large 
universities. 

The subject of the debate in which Miss 
Laughlin shone so conspicuously, the prize 
having been awarded her by a unanimous 
decision of the judges, was: Resolved, 
That immigration into the United States 
should be restricted to those who can read 


and write the United States constitution in 
some language, provided that satisfactory 
provisions be made for the admission of 
those dependent on such ed 
grants.“ Miss Laughlin spoke very con- 
vincingly in the negative.
